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Remember John Boyd Thacher

To what melancholy fate are the leadera
of the Democratic State organization ateer-
ing Justice ALTON B, PARKER, when they
push that gentleman along the path tray-
elled last year hy the inventor and firat
victim of the political expedient now gen-
ernlly known ns Thacherism |

Mr, THACHER gave his nnme to the deadly
thing which he devised just twelve montha
ago. In this reapect he resembled Dr.
Josepa laxace Guinrormin. There Is a
widely accepted belief, based rather on a
sense of dramntie propriety than on actusal
historical facts, that Dr. GuiLLomiN per-
Ishied at last by the guillotine. That Is not
go: but it ia true that Tuacuer perished
by Thacherism.

Thacherism in 1896 conrinted in smother-
fpg your principles and swallowing your
former avowals, meanwhile keeping your
bheart and moul frue to the right, and
going to the polls and proudly and
loyally voting for the wrong. It was
an ingenious idea, conceived in the hope of
earrying honest menover a troublesome po-
litieal emergency, but it didn’t work as
expected. Thacherism lasted, as far ns
TuacEER was concerned, for just nine days.
Then It ended THACHER politically.

Thacherism in 1807 is thus deflned by
Mr. ErLrior DANFORTH, the Chairman of the
Democratic State Committec:

« Precedent prevents us from reafMrming any plat-
form, State or npational, while it ia still in full force
and effect, but our Callure to do so enablea avery
eounty, distriot, and municipal conventlon In the
Biata to reafMrm ita allegiance. because 1t s always
sustomary, and for this same reason the Btate Com-
mitteo did not indorse the party platform.*

That is tosay, as far as concerns the State
ticket, the still binding creed of Bryanized
Democracy is to be covered up, Mr. Justice
AvTox B, PARKER consenting, in order that
the local and minor organizations may be
free to reaflirm that creed squarely and
boldly—perhaps!

This is as clear ns mud; but the logic
and ethics of Thucherism always are of the
erystalline clearness of mud.

Britlsh Bhips In American Watera.

We observe that the London 7Timnes
speaks of the departure of the Renown
from Portsmouth for Halifux as *' an occa-
sion of exceptional interest in the modern
history of the navy." She is the flagship
of Vice-Admiral Sir Jouxs Fisaer, who re-
lieves Sir Jamps ERsgINE in command of
the North American and West Indies sta-
tion. The Times praises the abilities of
the new Commander, who was recently
Controller of the Britlsh Navy, and says
that the late Spithead review " was In
large measure & witnesa of the energy and
fidelity with which he had discharged his
stupendons task."”

But the statement of special Interest is
that the Renown is ““the first modern bat-
tleship of the firat class” that has ever been
sent to American waters, The Renown,
says the Times, is " the fastest battleship
In the navy, the immediate successor of
the Royal Sovereign class and the im-
mediate predecessor of the Majestic class,
combining many of the most valuable char-
ncteristics of both." It contrasts ber with
the Bellerophon, a battleship once on this
station, and says that the Renown *' is not
only strong herself, but the representation
of Immense strength In reserve,”

We also observe in the despatches from
Bermuda an account of the arrival there
from England of the Charybdis, the Colum-
bine, the Rocket, and the Quall. The last
two are recent types of fast torpedo boat
destroyers, a class of vessels never till now,
It we are not mistaken, employed on the
American station, Altogether the Increase
pf British npaval strength on this side of
the Atlantic is noteworthy.

objects, and faonctions of government on a
striet republican basis under the restricted
suthorities of the Federal and State Con-
stitutions, They form one systein, not two
systemn, gnch uttressing the other anid nob
flepending ou ltwelf alone for support, The
anderlying wisdom of this masterpieee of
sreative politieal skill hias been cogently
femonstruted in our history from that day
to tnis; nol to the Democvatle party alone,
but in all the other partivs that hive been
formad in nutagonism toit. It was foreibly
HHustrated in this city a year ago, when
the Ropublican party, flying its natlonal
colors, wud  under  superh  leadership,
achiceved the greatest victory it ever won
on Manbuttan Island, State and local
Insues were then conjoined by the Hepub.

Moderation ean naver retain them, Thay
decm It timid, and desples without fexring the tame-
ness from which 1t flows."

Agaln, writing to Lrvi Laxcorw In the
first year of his administration as Presl.
dent, Jerrenson sald:

“Our gradual reforms seeam 10 produce good eof-
fecta averywhers oxorpt In Connscllout. Their late

lon of the Leglsl has been more Intolerant
than all others. We must mest thim there with
squal intolerance. When they have glven us ashare
in the State oMona they ahall be replaced in & share
of the genaral ofMess. Until then, we must follow
thelr example,”

The great Jeffersoninn rule waa never to
glve up principles for any conaideration
whatsosver, Beyond all question, the
great majority of the Demoorats of New
York and Brooklyn still adhere to the
principles of the Chicago platform. They
ars honest and sincers in thelr convictiona
and resoluts In the support of them, It
remains to bo seen whether Tammany can
whistle them off on a blind chase this fall.

The English Language in Connect-
fent

The voters of Connecticut at their town
elections next month are to pass upon a
proposed amendment to the organic law of
the Nutmeg State. The present Constitu-
tion provides that every person shall be
able to read any article of the Constitution,
or any section of the statutes of the State,
before being admitted to the rights of an
elector, This provision was adopted in
October, 1855, The other qualifications of
an elector in Connecticut are thus described
in the Constitution:

+A malo eitizen, tweonty-ones, who ahall have realded
In the Siate for one year, and in the town for alx

hs, next preceding the election and shall tal
s good moral characier.”

Thers has been, s it appears, no differ-
ence of opinlon as to what constitutes and
what falls short ol the requirementa of a
good moral character In Connecticut, but
the provision which relates to the abllity
to read * any article of the Constitution or
any section of the statutes of the State"
has been thought to be ambiguous, Some
of the election officers declare that such
reading should be, and by law must be, in
English, ‘while others have, with equal
vigor, contended that the ability to read in
any language the Constitution or statutes
was all the law required.

By the Federal census of 1800 the foreign-
born population of Connecticut was 183,
000, and the number of foreign-born male
persons over the age of 21 was TR 410, At
that time 65 per cent. of the male voters in
Connecticut were native born and 35 per
cent. were foreign born, The ambiguity of
the Constitutional provision has led to the
acceptance in some countles of the votes of
citizens having no Intimate knowledge of
English, and to the rejection In other coun-
ties of similar applicants. In order to
bring about uniformity in the matter there
was submitted to the Legislatere in 1805
a proposed amendment, which was ratified
by both houses; and this year this amend-
ment is to be voted on by the people of the
State. It isas follows:

“Every person shall be able to read im the English
language any article of the Constituiion or any sec-
tion of the statutes of the State befors belng admitied
as an elector.”

In other words, it will no longer be suffi-
cient {or an applicant for the rights of citi-
zenship in Connecticut, if the proposed
amendment is adopted, to demonstrate his
educational proficiency by reading the Con-
stitution in the language with which he
Is fumilinr; he must be able to read it in
English. The voters of the State are asked
togive their sanction to this change, the
practical effect of which will be to render
unliform henceforth the conditions of suf.
frage In Connecticut, The rejection of the
amendment would do away with the re-
quirement that English shall be spoken
and understood.

There is now a large Canadian French
population In Connecticut. It Is Increas.
Ing at alively rate, and perbaps it |s on
account of this that the proposed amend-
ment has found favor; perhaps it (s prompted
by the desire of Conunecticut electors gen-
erally to restrict the suffrage by excludiog
from It other neweomers, However that
may be, the question will be voted upon
next month and determined, so that in the
future this Constitutional provision muy be
no longer indefinite or ambliguous,

In New York State there (s no Constitu-
tional requirement that English should be
understood, either by citizens or Sheriffs,

By Rail to Hudson Bay.

The project of bullding a railrond from
Winnipeg to Hudeon Bay, with a view to
connecting the roud with aline of steam.
erd, the whole forming a new grain route
to Europe by way of Hudson's Straits, has
long been familiar, But while that seheme
is still under consideration, n rival enter.
prise has lately appeared In the proposed
extension of the Quebee and Lake St. Jolin
Railway from its present terminus to James
Bay, which forms the southernmost purt of
Hudson Bay,

This project, of course, bas no new grain
route in vlew, but a plea of special intercat
Just now is made for it ns n possible route
from castern Canada to the Yukon gold
flelds, Yor this purpose thers woulid be
water travel by Chestertlield Inlet and Eng.
lish River as well as by Hudson Bay, In
addition, It is hoped that the fsheries, the
timber, and the miverals of the lHudson
Day region may furnish support for the
provosed vew road,

The existing railway, it appears, is 100
wiles long, extending to Hoberval, on Lake
5t, Jobn, while the distance thence to
James Hay would be nearly twice as great,
4 conslderable part of it through o hilly re-
glon, but the beginnlog nud uearly or quite
all of the northern half lying In COMHEA-
tively level territory. To the cost of con.
struction would be added that of slding
people to sottle on the line of the road, pud
also of shipping outtits for carrying on the
fisheries in Hudsou luy. Huot these expen:
ditures would bring returus in traftie, and
I the great inland sea could be reaclhed In
& couple of days and nights from Quebee,
thery might be some tourist lravel, prompt-
ed by Lhe facilitlen for going without dis-
coinfort so fur north,

Oun the other hand, & glance at the ap
suggesis thut the route o the Yukon by
way of Hudson llay must be tedious and
precarious, When, by rall across the con-
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tinent and by steamer thenee to Dyea, peo-
ple from Eastern Canada éan arrive so near
the Klondike reglon, the effort to eross the
enormous, unteavelled area between Hud.
non Bay and the Klondike could hardly be
tempting. Yet there I8 no saying how
much of the continent to the north of us
may yet be redeemed, nnd this Hudson Bay
project, like the one which secka a new
highway for the wheat of the Saskatehe-
wan region, moy some day be carrled out,

The Chainleas Bioyclos.

Since the announcement last sapring that
the bifyels of 1808 would be chainlens,
wheelmen and wheelwomen have been im-
patient to know all about the new machine.
But wheel manufacturers bave heen very
reticent on the subject, and little informa-
tlon was forthcoming., A represontative of
the Providence Journal, however, appoars
to have learned some intereating fucta about
the coming wheel and the ideas of |ta
makera,

it seemna that the chainless models of
1808 will be little different from the wheels
of that sort which have been on exhibition
during the present year. Practical testa
have resulted In minor changes In the orig-
inal design, but the shaft and bevel gear
remain. There are, however, two distinet
ways of employing the gear, One s to
hava the main delving cogwheel on the end
of the crank axle close to the bearing, and
another isto have the cogwheel midway be-
tween the two bearings, or In the centre of
the axle. By the latter arrangement an
equal amount of preasure is supposed to be
borne by cvach bearing. To add to the
wheel's rigidity, ita lower forks and rear
stays have been reinforeed, These modifi-
eations may help to overcome the fear of
mechanies that In chainless wheels the
frame is too frail to withstand the strain
imposed upon it,

In the chainless bieyele of 1808 the ques-
tion of friction is important. A rider of
the ordinary bleyele must frequently
tighten his chain becanse of the wear upon
it, whereas it Is asserted that the chainless
wheel may be run from 10,000 to 20,000
miles without any attention whatever
heing given to its adjustment. Little oil
is required, and, as the gear i wholly in-
cased, no dust nor dirt can interfere with its
movement. The weight of the new wheel for
road use will be about twenty-nine pounds,
or several pounds heavier than this year's
chain variety.

It is intimated that the new chainless
wheels will be sold for considerably more
than $100, perhaps $125, It will be neces-
sary for the public to give the machines
a good test before being able to say what
they are worth, but it must be admitted
that the day of high-priced bicycles has
gone by, and wheelmen are firm in their
demand for lower prices.

The bivycle hns a nuinber of
advantiges over the horse ~it does not roquire
as much care, it nee I8 no forage, it moves much
fastor over falr ronds, it is not as conspicuous
and ean be hidden from viow inore easily, It 1a
nolseless nnd raises but Hitle dust, and 1t is im-
wesihilo to detormine direction from its track,

"urthermore, the lluh!in‘f strength of a bieycls
corpe I8 not diminished by  *horss holders,
Under fnvorable consditions the bleyela Is invalu-
abla for courier work, scouting duty, road pa-
tralline, rapld reconnolasance, &,

“A bieycle coros, ne anadjunct to Infantry or

cavalry, could rendor excellent service where
speed rather than numhers is required, such as
tnklng fan of panses, brid anil stronyg
places ahoad of the command, and holding them
until reinforcoments could be golten from the
wnin rond, n the other hand, in rainy weather
over bad ronds, &c., the horss s supoerior.

The Big fhow Opons with a Bowildering Dis-
piny of Exhibits,

Protty much everything that a man would
require in nn outfit for a lifotime was on exhi-
bition at the American Institute Falr, which
opened last night at Madison Bquars Garden.
This I8 the sixty-sixth exposition given by the
institute and it will last for six weeks. Itisa
sort of object leason In the progress of inven-
tive genjus, and the various exhibits show the
vory Intest of what Yankee ingenuity is doing,
from the newest improvements in bicycles to
the fancy innovations of the up to-date cooking
schools.

Many of the exhibita were not ready for the
opening, und the scene ot the Garden last night
was made doubly busy hg the hurry of men
putting up booths and of woinen decorating
anid arranging them. It usually takes two or
three daves 1o get the falr into running order.
Meantime there was plenty to see, the most
complete exhibit of any one kind being the food
rhow, The varlous ths wore furnishing
sntnples to whomsvever cliose to nsk, and a man
conld get more to eat and drink there in a short
walk than he could in the palmy dnys of the
free lunch on any block in New York.

The flower show, which will be one of the
fontures of the falr, had not vet started, but
tha nrt exhibition, which took up the entire
ns=emhly room. attracted s crowd throughout
the evening. The hicyele exhihits, of course,
were surrounded by spectators. A very re-
markable exhibit wns o machine which saws

wood into sheeta 1-230 of an inch thiek. The
New York Trade echool showed specimens of
it pupils’ handiwork In  plumbing, stone

masonry, and hlack=mithing.

When the fair s in full swing the machinery
and the electrical exhibits will be partieularly

When overiures toward
reconciiation wire made by a Government
commission  shortly betore President Hordu's
deith, they foil through, as the first demand
of the Insurgents was that thoe President should
resign,.  He felt -lrutl{l covugh then to refuse,
and 1o try Lo suppross his opponents by torce,

His disappesrance made it ‘m-nbla to renew
the negwiintions, The late President, though
oltvtd us & “colorado,” wis a compromise
candidate, unpopular in his own party, as well
as disliked by the “bluncos,"" his opronents,
The opposition o his government wis in groat
part personal mniter, so that the commlssions
which have been teving 1o arrango s sottle-
ment sinee bis death have foumd it possible to
wiooth  over parly differences for a time at
least, The ternw of the puciication have not
